Remarks 

The above Amendments and these Remarks are in reply to the Office Action mailed November 1 5, 

2005. 

Claims 1-19 were pending in the Application prior to the outstanding Office Action. In the Office 
Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1,3-6,9, 12, 14and 15, and objected to claims 2, 7, 8, 10, 11, 13and 16- 
1 9. The present Response cancels claims 1,3-6,9,12,14 and 1 5, and amends claims 2,7,10,11,13 and 1 6- 
18. 

I. Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. §103(A) over Naka yama etal. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,800,865) 
Claims 1, 3-6, 9, 72, 14 and 15 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1,3-6,9, 12, Hand 15 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Nakayama. In the interest of furthering prosecution, Applicant requests 
cancellation of claims 1,3-6,9, 12, Hand 15, with the intent to pursue the claimed matter contained therein 
in a continuation application. 

II. ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 
Claims 2, 7, 8, 10, 11, 13 and 16-19 

In the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claims 2,7,8,10,11,13 and 1 6- 1 9 as being dependent 
upon rejected base claims, but containing allowable subject matter over the prior art of record. Applicant has 
amended the objected-to claims 2, 7, 10, 1 1, 13 and 16-18 to include the base claim and any interceding 
claims. Further, Applicant asserts that claims 8 and 1 9 are no longer dependent upon rejected base claims. 
Therefore, Applicant requests removal of the objection. 

III. Conclusion 

In light of the above, it is respectfully submitted that all of the claims now pending in the subject 
patent application should be allowable, and a Notice of Allowance is requested. The Examiner is 
respectfully requested to telephone the undersigned if he can assist in any way in expediting issuance of a 
patent.
